_ Business men of the Colony are 
no doubt duly grateful to the Hon. 
Mr, Owen Hughes for bringing for- 
ward, at the recent meeting of 
the Finance Committee of the 
Legislative Council; the desirabi- 
lity of the Government placing a3 
many orders as possible with local 
firma. Convenient and economi- 
cal ag the. arrangement -with ‘he 
Crown Agents ‘may he in some in- 
stances, we cannot help feeling 
that in the past many requisitions 
have been placed with them which 
might easily have gone to local 
business houses. There is moreover, 
the further argument that if anv 
preference . is to be shown, it 
should decidedly be in favour of 
local firms, who pay huge sums to 
the Government in rates and taxes, 
whereas the Crown Agents’ in- 
terest in the Colony is confined to 
securing ,the commission which 
it obtains on every order. 

At the present time, especially, 
when, by reason of the low dollar, 
the cost of Government is steadily 
going up and business mén are 
finding outlets for trade few and 
far between, the plea for more 
consideration being shown to loca] 
firms comes. with added force. AS 
Mr. Owen Hugheg took pains to 
point out last Thursday, there are 
considerable stocks of material 
used by the Government at present 
in the Colony, stocks which have 
been bought at an exchange rate 
with which the Crown Agents to-

trade depression. The | Crown 
Agents system may have its ad- 
vantages from some standpoints, 
but, as we have remarked, there 
appear grounds for thinking that, 
in the ordinary course of events, 
far too few orders are given by 
the Government to local concerns.
